Here, however, we see the  bene- | 
ficent workipg of the principle of 
charging what the traffic will bear, } 
which he savs is an outrageous prin- 
ciple because it means that the rail- 
ways mulct the settler for all he can 
pay and live. In reality it means 
quite the opposite. The bacon, but- 
ter and eggs pay a higher rate by al 
good deal in proportion to length of 
haul than the flour, in order that the} 
flour may be shipped from Manitoba 
to distant markets and leave the mil-} 
ler and the farmer a tolerably good 
profit. . But for this system the Can- 
adian West would still be to a great 
extent a desert place.

Queen Wrote Anonymously. 


The biography of the fourth Earl 
of Clarendon, a famous Cabinet Min- 
ister of Queen Victoria's reign, which 
has just been published in London by 
Sir Herbert Maxweil, reveals that 
Queen Victoria once wrote an anony- 
mous letter to The London Times. 
This was in April, 1864, after the 
London tradesmen had been making 
one of their periodical attacks 
against the Queen’s seclusion, which, 
they said, was ruining trade. 

The Queen had abandoned all court 
drawing rooms, as well as most of the 
small entertainments of the society 
season. Her friends among the nobil- 
ity followed ‘her example, and the 
dressmakers, florists, caterers, and 
all shopkeepers in general suffered 
‘from lack of business. 

The letter of the Queen was writ- 
ten entirely by her own hand, and she 
gave it personally to her secretary, 
Gen. Grey, who took it to the office 
of The Times and put it into the 
hands of its editor, Mr. Delane, 

The letter was a strong defence by 
the Queen of her retirement, which 
she explained was enforced upon her 
by the cares of state as well as by 
her own mourning for the Prince 
Consort, and it :tated that the Queen 
had not the slightest intention of re- 
suming her social duties or bringing 
back the old custom of the drawing- 
room receptions, Aa “ 

The letter was si: ncd ‘“‘Anonyma,” 
and the idea prevails that the editor 
of The Times himself aid not know 
that the Queen wrote the letter, as 
no mention is made of it in his own 
biography. 
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Scott Journals on Exhibition. 


The original journals of Sir Robert 
Scott during his south polar expedi- 
tion have been placed in the British 
Museum by Lady Scott. By order of 
the trustees they were placed on view 
on the second anniversary of Scott’s 
arrival at the South Pole. They are 
to remain on view for an indefinite 
period. 

The journals are three small, pen- 
cil-written books which Scott carried 
-with him to the pole and which were 
found on his dead body by the 
searching party in November, 1912. 

At the end of the last of these is 
the ‘“‘Message to the Public,”” which 
made so deep and lasting an impres- 
sion on the heart of the nation.

Holland Has « System of itp Own For 
“Diepensing Justice. 

A learned and capable jurist has as- 
serted that the French method of legal 
procedure, which, contrary to our own’, 
presumes an indicted person guilty un- 
til he is proved innocent, comes nearer 
dispensing actual justice than our own 
system. 

But in Holland the courts have, in 
some respécts, a better aystem than 
that of the French. The accused in 
every case bas the benefit of the donbt, 
and circumstantial evidence as the 
only foundation for a plea of convic- 
tion ts in disfavor, 

The Dutch do not have juries, and 
there Is no battle of wits among coun- 
sel. All questions, whether by the 
prosecution or the attorney for the ac- 
cused, are put to the witness through 
the judge after he has weighed the jus- 
tice of the interrogation. 

This feature of their system has 
some pronounced advantages over our 
own. It eliminates the practice of con- 
fusing the witness or the accused by 
misleading questions. It renders im- 
possible the abominable practice in our 
courts known as the “browbeating” of 
witnesses, which unfortunately is per- 
mitted to an extent that causes the in- 
telligent observer's blood to boil at 
times because of its unfairness and 
cruelty. It makes the solemn business 
of dispensing justice a cOmmon trade 
instead of a heavenly vocation.—Sioux 
City Tribune. 


VENUS HOT AND COLD. 


One Half the Planet Burns, While the 
Other Half Always Freezes. 

Venus, the “evening star” of the po- 
ets, the most brilliant object in our 
western sky, that planet which re- 
volves around the sun ip a path inside 
ours, must if inhabited have beings of 
a very different type from ourselves, 
for Venus bas always had one hemi- 
sphere turned toward the sun and one 
turned away from it. Consequently it 
is always daytime and summer on 
one-half of Venus, always night and 
winter on the other half. 

As Venus is more than 23,000,000 
miles nearer the sun than we are, it 
must be twice as hot on her day side 
as it ever is at our equator. And on 
ber night side, where a ray of sun- 
light has never shone, it must be so 
cold that the air is liquefied, if not 
solidified. There must be a constant 
aprush of hot air from the scorched 
surface and a corresponding tnrusb of 


* fey air from the frigid side. Along the 


boundary between the two hemi- 
spheres this must canse a violent and 
perhaps almost perpetual rainfall. 
Seen through a small telescope or 
field glass Venus often appears like a 


‘erescent. Then are visible the pro- 


jections that can be nothing but moun- 
tains of great height.—New York

Canada and the United States, but 
also of European countries shows thal 
eras of high prices have prevailed 
under low tariff and low prices under 
high tariff, as well as high prices 
under high tariff.
